" Mr. Maiming, in bis usual 
happy way, presented, in our be- 
half, a fountain pen, a bill folder 
and a ten dollar gold piece to Mr. 
Teegarden. lie spoke of Mr Tee. 
garden's wonderful career and 
punctuated his remarks with aneo- 
doies illustrative of events such as 
we weie eujoying. Mr. Man- 
ning's consideration for, and sym- 
pathy with, veteran teachers are by 
no means the least of his many vir- 
tues, and these were conspicuously 
demonstrated in his talk. 

" Mr. Teegarden is rounding out 
his forty -eighth year as teacher in 
tbe Western Pennsylvania School 
for the DeaL As moat of us know 
his teaching career began with tbe 
founding of tbe school at Tuitle 
Creek in 1876, aud has continued 
in Hi is achool to tbe present day. 

"Mr. Teegarden was born in 
Greene Conuty, not, far from Pitts- 
huigli. At the age of eight be mov- 
ed with his family to Iowa. At 
eleven years of age be became deaf, 
aud after thtee years spent in the 
Iowa School for the Deaf, be went 
to Gallaudet College where he gra- 
duated after five years. In 1924 he 
received the degree of Master of 
Arts from bis Alma Muter. 

"Mr Teegarden la exceptional aa 
a thinker, and in his use of the Eng- 
lish language. We class him the 
poet laureate of the faculty. 

" While Mr. Teegarden retires 
from active service we are glad to 
know that as teacher-emeritus his 
face will still often lie seen among 
the printers, whom he will visit of 
his own free will in an advisory 
capacity."

Better three 
years of part-time work, just enough 
to live on, then many, many years 
of an extra $6 per week pension, or 
$14 a week in all. I'm feeling sick ; 
but I can stand it a while longer."

Had he quit this horrible climate 
two or three years back, and gone 
to work permanently in that glorious 
California sunshine, he might be 
alive today — and shortly elegible 
for his $8 per week.
